People in the show made 
a big demonstration against closing 
the show and cheered the manage­ 
ment.

The re­ 
action of the people in the show to 
this suggestion indicated that they 
did blame the sheriff for closing the 
theatre.

er the benefit of the tariff which 
he cannot derive so long as he 
raises a surplus and thus has to 
meet foreign low-price competition. 
Instead of the McNary-Haugen 
equalization fee, Vrooman would 
square things with the farmer by 
having the government pay a boun­ 
ty on all exported surplus when an 
emergency was officially declared. 
The money would actually come out 
of the treasury, for it is proposed 
that a system of export debentures 
be created up to the amount of the 
tarifT on the particular crop and 
3 cents a pound, by special proviso, 
for cotton. 
These debentures, or 
bounty certificates, would be issued 
by the treasury to the exporter and 
would be good for the payment of 
import duties. The exporting farm­ 
er could sell them to whomever ha 
cared to for so much cash.

have exceeded receipts by a

many millions. When

postal 


employees' pay was increased 
in 


W--J it was sought to provide the 
money by increasing postal 
rates, 


which was done in a manner which 
has caused great dissatsfaetion. 


Mr. Kelly contends that the an- 


nual deficit is caused by the perfor- 
mance of free service in connection 
wil.h what are really public welfare 
projects, such as rural free delivery 
county free privileges to

newspapers, free department 
and 


Congressional mail, special rates to 
religious, scientific and 
fraternal 


publications, free mail for the blind, 
and the like, lie does not object 
to 


these free services, but 
contends 


that they should lie provided for out 
of the general treasury, instead oi 
increasing postage rates to meet the 
expenses involved. 


In this contention Mr. Kelly seems 


to be on solid ground. Mo one ex- 
pects the other departments of the 
government which are engaged 
in 


welfare projects to pay their 
own 


way. Users of the mails should pay 
their just proportion of the 
cost 


of the service and no more. Free 
services considered to be in the pub- 
lic interest should be paid for by 
the Treasury Department.
